A BUBBLE BURST. 


Collapse of a ‘Trust’? Company—Crooked- 
ness is Charged. 

DENVER (Colo.,) Feb. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Attachments have been 
filed against the Western Mortgage 
Trust Company and application for a 
receiver will be made tomorrow. The 
attachments were for small amounts, 
the largest being for $1000, yet the 
company could not pay. It is said that 
the arrest of the directors and officers 
is not improbable. The company was or- 
ganized im Lawrence, Kan., and after- 
ward reincorporated in Denver. The 
New York creditors are représented 
here and will file attachments against 
securities representing 8900,000 to- 
morrow. The company is organized 
ostensibly at $3,000,000 and is said to 
have been doing a business of $10,- 
000,000 a year, principally on other 
people’s money. 

The company’s methods was to lend 
money ata high rate and take a mort- 
gage to secure payment. This mort- 
gage was sold ata premiumto Eastern 
investors, the company collecting the 
interests. The money paid by pur- 
chasers was reinvested until the busi- 
ness reached an enormous aggregate. 


Farmers were unable to pay the 
high interest, and the company, 
to maintain its standing, advanced 
interest to urchasers. It drew 
on the Thir National Brnk of 


New York city until all its funds were 
exhausted. Then the press of creditors 
became too great to be withstood. 
When the directors saw the crash com- 
ing they formed the American Real 
Estate Investment Company, to which, 
it is alleged, stagk of the trust com- 
pany had been turned over.

A PARLOR LECTURE. 

~About a hundred personal 
friends and pupils of Mrs. Anna S. 
Averill, gathered in the snug parlor of 
the First Congregational Church last 
night to listen to a parlor lecture by 
Mrs. Averill, who told in a fascinating 
style the story of hersummer vacation, 
which embraced a six months’ Eastern 
trip, during which time she visited 
twenty States and two Territories, two 
foreign countries, thirty cities and towns 
traveled over fourteen lines of railroad 
and on ten different bodies of water. 
Beginning with her adieu to Los An- 
geles in July, she gave graphic pictures 
of Chicago, with its sky-piercing build- 
ings, its museum of art, Lincoln Park 
andits illuminated fountains; Madison, 
Wisconsin’s capital and university 
town, girdled by four crystal lakes; 
Buffalo, staid and well-behaved, encir- 
cled by parks; Niagara Falls, with its 
thundering cataract; Chautauqua, the 
mecca of intellectual life, its lovely . 
lake, its beautiful groves and handsome 
homes; Rochester, with its great art 
gallery of fifty rooms filled with art 
treasures; Boston and its common; 
Martha’s Vineyard, the haven of 
seafaring men who have cast an- 
chor for life; quaint, picturesque 
Nantucket Island; New York, Coney 
Island, Greenwood Cemetery and its il- 
lustrious dead; Edison’s laboratory at 
Orange, N. J., where the great wizard 
invents, by his wonderful concentration 
ofthought, the power which lightens 
and moves the world; Philadelphia and 
Girard College; Washington and Mt. 
Vernon; Willard’s Hotel, where so 
many campaigns have been planned 
and champagnes manned; Cincinnati 
and its famous ‘‘zoo;”’ Cleveland and 
Garfield’s tomb; Kansas City and Las 
Vegas. 

The lecturer an hour, and 
there was a vein of freshness and pleas- 
ant novelty all through it, though most 
of the places described were familiar 
ground to many in the audience.

A BRILLIANT SPECTACLE, 


The Conjunction of Jupiter and Venus— 
‘Important Event to Astronomers. 
Watchers of the heavens were last 
evening treated toa brilliant spectacle 
above the western horizon, By the 
conjunction of Jupiter and Venus those 
planets appeared to be but a foot apart, 
though separated by millions of miles 
of space, and followed clésely the 
setting sun as he dipped below the sea. 
This celestial show has been visible 
every evening for the past week, when 
the sky was clear, and it is being 
watched with much interest in various 
parts of the world, the present conjunc- 
tion being an importantevent to astron- 
omers. 

The ‘‘conjunction”’ of these two plan- 
ets means that at this time Jupiter, Ve- 
nus and the Earth are all: in the same 
straight line; that is, they are allin the 
same vertical plane, andif the differ- 
ent orbits were not ‘‘inclined’’ they 
would also be in the same horizontal 
plane and Jupiter would appear to pass 
‘behind his more brilliant sister, But 
the planets at conjunction usually pass 
at an apparent distance of several de- 
grees and rarely approach so near each 
other as to come within the same tele- 
scopic field. Astronomers say that 
there is only one case on record where 
they came so close together as to ap- 
pear to touch, and as this was before 
the invention of the telescope the ac- 
count is exceedingly doubtful. 


The Coroner Will Investigate. 

Coroner Weldon was called on to in- 
vestigate a rather singular case last 
evening.

Fithian’s resolution is voluminous and 
opens by asserting that manufacturers 
of farm implements +in% United 
States are selling fa implements in 
foreign countries and ‘to jobbers for ex- 
port for less than to farmers of this 
country. This fact, it says, fs concla- 
sively established by the following an- 
swer toA. B. Farquhar, agricultural im- 
plement maker of York, Pa., to the 
Home: Market Club: 

We do sell goods chéaper to customers in 
foreign countries directly and to jobbers 
for export than we do to the domestic 
trade. You will like to learn the process 
by which the manufacturer can afford to 
sell a foreign buyer goods for less than he 
can home customers? The reply is simplic- 
ity itself. We receive prices current in the 
market in which we sell, e cannot get 
more and cannot be expected_to take less, 

The resolution concludes. as follows: 

WHEREAS, under. this system of plunder- 
ing the farmers of our country they are 
compelled to pay more for implements than 
the same implements are gold for .to far- 
mers abroad, whose products.are marketed 
in competition with the ;products of our 
farms; and, whereas, wh farm 
implements are unjust and diseriminating 
against American farmers, for the benefit 
of manufacturers who do not need it, and 
is, therefore, legalized robbery, 

Resolyed, that the Committee on Ways 
and Means be instructed to report a bill 
placing all kinds of agricultural imple- 
ments on the free list.

WHAT MANAGER LEEDS IS DOING. 

Manager Leeds, of the San Francisco 
Traffic Association, is making revela- 
tions to the business men of that city in 
the way of compilations of compara- 
tive freight rates. He has had a man 
at work of late making comparisons 
between the freight rates of Eastern 
lines and those of the Southern Pacific, 
and also making comparisons of the ex- 
penses. ‘Thisis done as part of the 
programme adopted by the association 
at arecent meeting by which it is pro- 
posed to effect a reduction in local rates 
of freight on the Southern Pacific lines. 
Some interesting figures taken from the 
matter already compiled were read for 
the benefit of the shippers. It was 
shown, for instance, that the rate on a 
certain class of fieight from San Fran- 
cisco to Tulare is as high as the rate on 
the same freight from St. Louisto Tu- 
lare. ‘An inquiry as to the expense of 
carrying freight on the Southern Pa- 
cific, as compared with the cost on 
Eastern lines, has resulted, so Mr. Leeds 
said, inthe discovery of the fact that 
while coal costs the Southern Pacific 
more than it does the roads beyond the

CRIMINAL LIBEL. ° 


J. P. Goytino on Trial Before Justice 
Owens for the Crime. 


A Badly Mixed Case, the Interpreters 
Being Unable to Decide Whether _ 
the Article Published is Li- 
belous or Not. 


The libel suit of the people vs. J. P. 
ytino, which has been pending in 
Justice Owens’ departmeat of the Police 
Court for several months past, was 
called yesterday for trial and the whole 


forenoon was occupied in selecting a 


jury, and when the noon hour struck 
the jury was still short two men, and a 
recess was taken until 2:30 p.m., when 
the case was again takenup and the 
jurors were soon secured. ° 

The case grew out of a fight between 
two French editors named Goytino and 
Raskin, who were running rival papers, 
and the complaining witness is Miss 
Virginie Raskin, a sister of Raskin. 
Some months ago Raskin, who was 
about to depart for France, published an 
article in his paper in which he called 
Goytino some hard names. Onthe day 
of the publication Raskin closed up his 
newspaper office and started for France, 
but Goytino got hold of the paper be- 
fore Raskin reached the State line, and 
swore to a complaint charging him with 
criminal libel, and the frisky young 
Frenchman was arrested and brought 
back. 

He was considerably worried about 
his arrest for the reason that he was on 
his way to the old country to be mar- 
ried, and did not care to keep his bride 
waiting. There was considerable talk 
one of them wentso far as to write a 
challenge, but it was never delivered 
for the reason that the editor to be 
challenged stated positively that he 
would not meet the challenging party 
in mortal combat for the reason that he

Before Raskin got his matters so ar- 
ranged that he could leave the State 
Miss Virginie Raskin appeared 2n the 
scene and swore to a complaint charg- 
ing Goytino with libel, as he had just 
written an article poking fun at her, and 
this is the case that was commenced in 
the Police Court yesterday. 

The article is a queerly-constructed 
affair, and it seems to be rather difficult 
for the interpreters to decide as to 
whether or not it is intended to injure 
the young lady. . 

Neither Raskin nor his fair relative 
appeared in court yesterday, and as 
Raskin, against whom the first case is 
pending, has not yet returned it will be 
impossible for him to be present, but it 
is a little singular’ that the complaining 
witness has not put in an appearance. . 

The courtroom was crowded with the 
friends of both parties, and at the ex- 
cited stages in the procedings during 
the afternoon it looked as if a free 
fight might be declared on at any mo- 
ment, but the prompt action of the 
able court bailiff headed the hot-headed 
ones off, and the court adjourned at 5 
o’clock without trouble. 

After the defendant's attorney had 
made the usual running objections to 
the complaint and various other things, 
which were promptly overruled by the 
Court, A. J. Cowel, the printer who 
claims to have put the objectionable ar- 
ticle in print at the instigation of Goy- 
tino, was sworn and identified the pa- 
per that contained it from a cut of the 
Coronado Hotel on the first page. He 
stated that he cannot read French and 
could not pick the article in question 
out, but he was certain that he set it up 
for the reason that he set all the type 
in the paper except a few reprint arti- 
cles that were set by the Office boy.

The Regular Weekly Meeting of the 
Board of Directors. 


A Representative Appointed to Advocate 


ar 


an Increased Appropriation for the 
San Pedro Harbor—Routine 
Business Disposed Of. 


The board of directors of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce met yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. There were present 
Messrs, Wells, Lankershim, Freeman, 
Breed, Hugnes, Edwards, Jevne, For- 
man, McGarvin, Francisco, 
Woollacott, Klokke and ‘Hazard. 


The secretary tendered a financial re- 


port showing a balance of $5038.15. 
A number of bills amounting in total to 
$144.95 were read and ordered paid. 

Director Hazard stated that he had 
conferred with a number of gentlemen 
who had subscribed money for the pur- 
pose of sending a delegate to Congress 
to represent the interests of Los An- 
geles in the matter of securing a larger 
appropriation for San Pedro harbor, 


and that the subscribers recommended’ 


Gov. Lionel A. Sheldon as the proper 
person to send on such a mission. 
He therefore offered a_ resolution 
to the effect that Gov. Lionel A. 
Sheldon be appointed to act on behalf 
of the Chamber of Commerce in obtain- 
ing the necessary appropriation for San 
Pedro harbor, and*to represent the 
Chamber of Commerce in that behalf at 
Washington, which resolution carried. 

The Committee on ‘Agriculture re- 
ported through its chairman, Director 
Edwards, on the communication of W. 
L. Cleveland with regard to the State 
fair and its proposed division into a 
northern and southern fair, tothe effect 
that they had conferred with a number 
of people with regard to the State fair, 
and that there was a unanimous opinion 
that it was not conducted in a way to 
encourage the agricultural interests of 
the State. ‘ 

The Committee on Législation recom- 
mended that the matter be taken up 
and should be brought before the public 
before the next election of a Legisla- 
ture. The same committee reported on 
the series of resolutions passed by the 
Irrigation Congress at Salt Lake that 
thev would not advise the chamber to 
take action upon the matter at the 
present time. 


These reports were received and filed | 


and their recommendations adopted. 

Director Forman brought up the ques- 
tion of dues to the State Board of 
Trade, which, he said, the members of 
the Board of Supervisors of this county 
were not willing to pay without some 
definite action on the part of the board 
of directors. 

Director Forman moved that the 
board-of directors of the chamber for- 
mally request the Board of Supervisors 
to continue the appropriation for the 
State Board of Trade. 

Director McGarvin submitted a reso- 
lution recommending thatthe Council 
pass an ordinance requiring pawnbro- 
kers to show in some public place in 
their establishments all goods pur- 
chased from any other than well-known 
merchants, and to make a report of the 
same to the Chief of Police. ~ 

The matter was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Legislation. 

Director Forman moved that a com- 
mittee of five be appointed to visit the 
Soldiers’ Home at Santa Monica, to as- 
certain their needs and if the chamber 
can assist them in any way in securing 
larger appropriations. 

The motion was carried. Director 
Forman was‘appointed chairman of the 
committee, and was requested to name 
the additional members. 

Director Lankershim moved that the 
chamber express its thanks to the Sen- 
ators from California tor their efforts 
in obtaining a larger appropriation for 
the federal building. Carried,

Probably the surest test of Mr. Tyndall's 
ability was made when Theodore Coleman, 
of the Star, was the subject. Tyndall was 
led away and Mr. Coleman was handed a 
cigar by an attendant, who requested that 
he place itin the mouth of some one and 
then hide it. Mr. Coleman walked up the 
aisle and placed it in the mouth of THE TIMES 
reporter and then placed it in the pocket of 
one of Prof. Lowe's sons, who was sitting 
on the other side of the theater. Tyndall 
took hold of the end of a handkerchief, the 
other end of which was held by Mr. Cole- 
man, and walked directly to THE TIMEs re- 
porter and then to the place where the ci- 
gar was hid.

THE MUD QUESTION. 
_ Never has the necessity for the paving of 
Colorado street been brought so  vivid- 
ly before the minds of the proper- 
‘ty-holders along that street, for during the 
past week it has been nothing more or less 
thana river of mud. Once a majority of 
the property-holders went so far as to pe- 
tition the city council to order the street 
paved. The former's good intentions, how- 
ever, did not last long and the petition was 
withdrawn. They claim now, while admit- 
ting the disgraceful condition of the street, 
that they cannot afford it. Something 
must be done soon—it is an absolute neces- 
sity. Asa means of temporary relief, if 
stone or asphaltum cannot be obtained, last 
evening's Star offers the following perti- 
nent suggestion: 

“To our sojourning friends from the East 


*and elsewhere we may say that though 


some of our property-owners gigged back 
inthe matterof that petition for a pave- 
mentof stone or asphaltum, there is yet 
a dim hope that they may compromise 
with themselves and ask forthe improve- 
ment of the strectin aless elaborate way. 
Itis possible they may come to the con- 
clusion that the good name of Pasadena is 
suffering by the process of mud-throwing 
which the condition of the aforementioned 
thoroughfare invites, and that it will be 
better to have half a loaf, if a whole one is 
unattainable, by grading up the street 
properly and putting down for the present 
agood coating of small rock and gravel. 
That would be a wonderful stride in ad- 
vance of the existing state of things, as 
any one must admit, and it would meet the 
objections that have been urged against a 
more solid pavement, to-wit, that the latter 
could not be easily disturbed to allow sewer 
connections to be putin, and ‘that its cost 
would be too great.”’ 

Ifthe above suggestion could be acted 
upon, andthe street graveled so as to af- 
ford temporary relief, it would prove so 
satisfactory, it is thought, that ere long a 
permanent improvement of the’ street 
would follow.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


The Other Side of the Rumbauld 
Sensation. 


The Wife Tells Why She Left Her 
Husband’s House. 


She Says That She’ was Treated 
Worse Than a Brute. 


Life was Made a Burden by Curses and 
Abuse—She Only Took the Prop- 
erty Which Belonged to Her 
—Noews in Brief.

Mrs. Lydia Rumbauld, the woman who 
left her husband so unceremoniously a few 
days ago, wasseen yesterday at her father’s 
home east of the city and asked what she 
had to say in defense of her action in the 
trouble between herself and husband. Her 
story is best told in her own language, for 
she was free to talk and very emphatic in 
her denunciations. When asked why she 
left her husband she replied: ‘He knows 
well enough why I left him, andI guess he’s 
glad of it, for he was all the time cursing 
me just like I was a brute, and saying that 
he was going to run away from me so I 
could never see him again.”’ 

Here Mrs. Rumbauld burst into tears and 
it was several moments beforeshe was suf- 
ficiently composed to proceed with the con- 
versation. Finally she continued: 

“No, Ileft him just because to live with 
him was unbearable. He seemed to think 
Iwas not doing what a wife should and 
would curse me worse than he would a 
brute whenever he would start to talk 
about me. He never struck me and always 
provided well for the table, but he would 
not furnish me decent clothes to wear. We 
were married about three years ago, and it 
was not more than six or seven months un- 
til he began to curse me most brutally. as 
my neighbors can testify. No, we have no 
children living. Our little boy died when 
he was only a few months old, and I often 
have thought that if both of us had re- 
ceived proper treatment he would have 
been living today.’ My husband knows of 
my condition now and knows thatlam not 
able to do the drudgery he expects and 
tries to force me todo. Yes, he has always 
worked well, and has pever gone off and 
left me like some men do their wives. I 
only took what belonged to me when I left. 
The chickens were: mine and the cow was 
given to me when we were married. The 
pigs belonged to him—all but one that had 
been given to me, and I took that one. 
The others I left for him to do with as he 
pleases. About two weeks ago he got very 
angry and told me that he was going to 
move away from-—here—so that 
could not see my folks and then he. 
swore that he guessed he’d have 
me where he wanted me and where I 
couldn't help myself. I told him I would 
leave him, and he said he hoped I would, so 
I thought I had better doit. No, he has 
not been to see me, and I don’t suppose he 
willcome. What about my cousin? Why, 
he brought him here himself. His name is 
Herman McKendrey, and he is from Ari- 
zona. My husband did not object to Her- 
man’s stopping with us until after he had 
had a little trouble with him. Oh, the 
trouble was all about nothing. Just be- 
cause Herman would take my part when he 
was cursing and abusing me he thought he 
ought not to be here, and then he found fault 
with me just because I did not believe as he 
did. He had no reason to be jealous of me, 
for I was just astrue to him as any wife 
could be to her busband.”’ 

If the woman's story is true her case isa 
pitiable one, and she deserves the sympathy 
of the community. Mr. Rumbauld, how- 
ever, does not bear the name of being the 
cold, cruel, heartless man his wife pictures 
him to be, but on the other hand.-is consid. 
ered, by the railroad men, to be a rather 
quiet, inoffensive voung fellow, attentive to 
business and a hard worker.

The irrigation question has been tempo- 
rarily shelved, owitg to’ the abundance of 
moisture from above, but it will be taken 
up again soon and évery effort made to se- 
cure an irrigation district this year. 

A petition to the City Council, calling at- 
tention to the almost impassable condition 
of Temple street, is being generally circu- 
lated throughout the valley. The western 
end of that street is one long streak of deep 
black mud—and deep blue profanity. 

The railroad news in THE Times is anx- 
iously scanned every morning in the hope 
of seeing some encouraging report regard- 
ing the Los Angeles and Pacific Railroad.

More About the County’s Fruit 
Interests. 


The Increase in the Area Planted to 
Figs, Apricots and Vines. 


Murderous Assault by an Old Man at 
South Riderside, 


Business House Destroyed by Fire—Sales 
of Real Estate—Interesting Church 
Services—News Notes and 
Personal Mention.

A short review was givén in thesé columns 
Thursday of some of the points in fruit-tree 
planting shown by the annual report for 
1891 of the San Bernardino county Horti- 
cultural Commissioners, and attention was 
called to the progress made in orange tree 
planting. Some note was also made of 
other fruits. But there are many other 
points to which attention may be given by 
planters with profit tothemselves. 

The area of figs now under cultivation 
consists of 301 acres, upon which there are 
35,668 trees. Of this area one-third was 
set during the past year, and more than 
one-third of the ground now set to figs is at 
Cucamonga. A little less than two-thirds 
of the figs are distributed among the rest of 
the sixteen fruit-growing districts,’ except 
Highland and Moreno, these two places not 
reporting figs planted. Chino comes next 
to Cucamonga with fifty-seven acres and 
Ontari> next with forty-seven acres. The 
great orange-growing ‘district of Riverside 
shows but four acres in figs, and Redlands 
with 1875 acres of oranges has but two 
acres of figs. ; 

Cucamonga has also the largest area set 
to vines, there being 1655% acres. River- 
side comes next with 1402 acres, then 
Rialto, having 1197 acres and Etiwanda 
with 737 acres. There are in the county 
6807 acres set to vines, 1639% acres of 
which were set last year. The vine stands 
next the orange, both in total area and 
amount set last year. The peach ranks 
next the vine in total acreage though not 
in number of acres planted last year, more 
acres of the prune having been set in 1891. 
The district of largest area is transferred 
to Redlands, the banner district, where 
there are 492 acres of peaches. This is 
surprising, considering the newness of 
this region. Of the 244.521 peach trees 
(2472 acres) now growing in the county, 
32,705 were set in 1891. 

Redlands is also the banner apricot dis- 
trict, having 340% acres set to this fruit. 
This is nearly three times the area of any | 
other district, Riverside having 127% 
acres, the next to the largest area. The 
acreage for the county is 1257, of which 
but 144% acres were planted in 1891. 

‘ The acreage set to nuts is not large—201 
acres—about one-third of which were set 
last year. The largest area set is at Chino, 
where there are 40% acres in nuts.

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A COMEDY OF ERRORS, 


Another Queer Case Reported 
from San Pedro. 


How a Justice Upheld the Dignity of, 
| His Little Court. 


Attorney J. T. Hogan Committed for 
Contempt. 


Fined Ten Dollars or Imprisoned Until 
the Amount is Paid—The Sheriff's 
Office Stirred Up Over the 
Legal Points Raised. 


The Sheriff's officers were in a quand- 
ary yesterday afternoon, a legal point 
having been raised as to their jurisdic- 
tion which fairly staggeredthem. The 
facts of the case were somewhat singu- 
lar, it must be conceded. Shortly after 
4 o'clock Deputy Constable Potter of 
San Pedro, accompanied by Attorney J. 
T. Hogan, presented himself at the 
Sheriff's office and announced that he 
had brought a prisoner up on a commit- 
ment from Justice*Sweet’s court, but 
that Jailer Pallett had refused to admit 
the prisoner to the precincts of the 
County Jail, on the ground that the com- 
mitment was deficient and _ illegal. 
That official, when questioned on the 
subject, referred the office deputy to 
the commitment itself, which was tothe 
effect that the defendant J. T. Hogan be 
fined in the sum of $10 for contempt of 
court, with the alternative of being 
committed until the same was paid. 
Now, as the justice in his ‘‘wisdom”’ had 
omitted to specify either the period or 
place of commitment; and further, as 
the code specified that a justice could , 
not commit a person charged with con- 
tempt of court for more than one day, 
Jailer Pallett argued that he could not 
conscientiously accept such a prisoner. 
At the same time the San Pedro officer 
was equally certain that having turned 
his prisoner over to the Sheriff his 
duties were fulfilled. The fact that 
the last train for San Pedro left at 4:50. 
o’clock may, have had something to 
do with the hastiness of his conclusions, 
but, however this may be, certain it is 
that the deputy constable left his pris- 
oner in the Sheriff’s office and departed 
for his seaside home. After a hurried 
consultation with his superior officer, 
who happened in, ‘‘Dick’’ Barham paid 
a visit to the District Attorney’s office, 
and the result of his interview with the 
legal luminaries of that branch of the 
public service was that Hogan also de- 
parted hurriedly to catch the 4:50 
o’clock train, he having been released 
upon his own recognizance to appear 
today and demand his release in the 
Superior Court on a writ of habeas cor- 


While the officials were busily en- 
gaged in perusing the statutes for in- 
formation on the subject a Times re- 
porter interviewed Hogan as to the 
cause of the trouble, and gleaned the 
following information: 

On Saturday night last a cutting af- 
fray occurred at ‘‘Nigger’’ Brown’s 
dance-house at San Pedro, in which a 
sailor named Johnson was injured. 
Constables Truman and Potter, who ar- 
rived while the fight was in progress, 
arrested John Matthews and Lizzie Ruiz 
for the offense, and locked them up in 
the calaboose. On Sunday morning, 
however, a constable from Justice 
Sweet’s court went to the jail and re- 
leased Matthews, telling him that the 
other officers had no right to arrest him 
without a warrant. He then induced 
Matthews to go before Justice Sweet 
and file a complaint charging Johnson, 
the injured man, with mayhem, Mat- 
thew’s ear having been bitten in the 
fray. 

Hogan, who was Jphnson’s attorney, 
on hearing of this, went to Justice 
Sweet’s court to inquire about it and 
learned that a complaint had been filed 
but that the warrant would be withheld 
until after Matthews had been exam- 
ined. 

The case against Matthews and the 
Ruiz woman finally came up for prelim- 
inary examination before Justice Johns- 
ton, and Hogan assisted Deputy Dis- 
trict Attorney Blades in the prosecu- 
tion. The evidence, however, showed 
that Matthews was not concerned in 
the cutting and he was discharged. 
Nothing was said or done in the other 
case until yesterday morning, when At- 
torney Hogan went over to Justice 
Sweet’s court at 11 o’clock to inquire 
about it. Finding the justice out in the 
back yard repairing a pump, Hogan 
asked him what had become of the 
Johnson case. Sweet replied curtly 
that it had been dismissed on motion of 
the District Attorney. Hogan insinu- 
ated that he thought that the justice 
had ‘‘stood in’’ with his constable to in- 
crease their fees by his action in the 
matter, and finally demanded to 
see the docket of Sweet’s court. 
Both walked over to the court- 
room, which was deserted, and Sweet 
doffed his hat and sat down. 
Hogan again demanded his right to see 
the justice’s docket, but Justice Sweet 
refused to allow him access to it, and, 
after ordering him to leave the room’ 
twoor three times, ineffectually, put 
him out by main force. He then blew 
his whistle and told the constable who 
responded to place Hogan under arrest. 
On returning to the courtroom Sweet 
appeared before himself and swore toa 
complaint and issued a warrant charg- 
ing Hogan with contempt of court. As 
the warrant failed to show of what the 
alleged contempt consisted, Hogan re- 
sisted arrest, and Sweet then issued a 
citation setting forth that Hogan had 
refused to leay the*courtroom, after 
disturbing the Court, which he had 
called into session himself. Hoganthen 
appeared before Sweet and demanded 
his legal rights, but the justice was on 
his mettle, and announced that in a 
matter of this kind the Court was arbi- 
trary, and insisted upon an iumediate 
hearing and answer. The result was 
that Hogan was fined $10 as above 
stated. | 


An Old Resident Drops Dead. 
Ata few minutes past 5 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon M. H. Ledbetter, the 
bridge builder, dropped dead in Billie 


Ball’s billiard parlors on North Spring | 


street just above First. Mr. Ledbetter 
had been plaving billiards with a friend 
and when he started to leave the place 
he was noticed to stagger and fall be- 
fore anyone could reach him. 

Several doctors and Coroner Weldon 
were called in and all that was possible 
was done to bring him to life, but to no 
avail, and his body was removed to the 
morgue and his family notified. 

He is an old resident in this city and 
is one of the best-known bridge builders’ 
in Southern California. He has a num- 
ber of friends in this @ty and leaves a 
wife and several children. He is about 
55 years of age and it is supposed that 
heart trouble caused his sudden death. 
An inquest will be held today. | :

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


[The Trial of Mrs. Ward at San Ber- 
nardino for Manslaughter. 


A Case That Has Excited Widespread In- 
terest—The Main Points Involved— 
What was Brought Out on 
the Witness Stand. 


There has just been concluded in San 
Bernardino a trial of unusual interest, 
involving as it does the doctrine now 
being promulgated so extensively in 


Southern California of mind healing, or | 
Christian science, as its practitioners 
|_ prefer to cali it. 
The case grew out of the death at 


Riverside of George Lord, Jr., on the 
14th of last month, of acute menin- 
gitis. He was atthe time of his death 
under the professional care of Mrs. 
Eliza Ward, a professional Christian 
science healer. As no medical or sur- 
gical attendance is permitted’ in the 
practice of Christian scientists, the 
disease of George Lord, Jr., was per- 
mitted to run its course to its fatal end 
and without any treatment other than 
Mrs. Ward’s so-called treatment ‘‘by 
the truth.’’ Theregular medical frater- 
nity consider this criminal neglect 
amounting to manslaughter, and the 
trialis brought on that charge. The 
autopsy showed a remarkable develop- 
ment of pus between the skin and skull 
of the forehead above the left eye, 
making a protuberance about an inch 
high, and behind the left eye, causing 
it to protrude a half inch beyond its 
natural position. This diseased state 
had caused inflammation of the optic 
nerve, and from this the inflammation 
extended back into the skull cavity, 
spreading over the lining of the skull 
and brain covering, causing death 
This state. was testified to by Drs. 
Hazelett and Aldridge, who made the 
autopsy and were put upon the stand 
by the prosecution. These physicians 
testified that had proper medical or 
surgical treatment been given the 
chances for recovery would have been 
good; that about 60 per cent. of the 
cases of acute meningitis die. 

Dr. Ellis of Riverside was put upon 
the stand by the defense to prove that 
the disease usually proves fatal and 
testified to that effect, stating that it 
usually did so in from four to eight 
days. Hesaid that 80 per cent. died, 
but could not cite his authority and had 
never treated a case himself. Testi- 
mony was produced by the prosecution 
to show that deceased did not believe 
in Christian science treatment and did 
not want Mrs. Ward, the defendant, to 
come to the house, This was flatly con- 
tradicted by testimony for the defense. 

Intense interest was shown by a 
packed courtroom while this testimony 
was being given, half of those in at- 
tendance being ladies. But the excite- 
ment reached its highest pitch when it 
was learned that Mrs. Davis of River- 
side had been subpoenaed. Crowds 
flocked to the courthouse to see her and 
hear her testimony, only to be turned 
away, because of the lack of room. 
Mrs. Davis is the leader of the Christian 
science movement in this region and 
she was called to testify as to the prac- 
tices of that school of healers, and 
every one has become curious as to the 
teachings and methods of operation pur- 
sued by Christian science disciples. 
She being the best exponent of the doc- 
trines of this school as taught here, 
when she took the stand Christian sci- 
ence was put upon trial. 

The examination of Mrs. Davis, ex- 
pert Christian science healer, was. con- 
ducted by District Attorney Fording. 
Some of the points of this school are, 
according to this healer’s testimony, as 
follows: Christian science does not ac- 
cept or use medicines in the treat- 
ment of disease. Itis not the duty of 
Christrian scientists, nor do they at- 
tempt to acquaint themselves with 
human anatomy, physiology or hygiene. 
The ailments of a patient are learned 
from his description of what troubles 
him. Alldiseases are treated exactly 
alike, and the treatment is by the ap- 
plication of the truth. The truth is 
learned from the study of the Bible. 
All truth is of God. The District At- 
torney then put poe pointed questions 
with regard to the application of these 
teachings. Witness was asked if they 
treated all cases alike how could they 
use surgery in the case of broken bones, 

In reply she said that all healing 
comes under divine care, through the 
teachings of the Master, Jesus Christ. 

When asked who did the work in 
cases wlien surgery was admissible she 
said that they had His help. He was 
able to heal by speaking the word, and 
when Christian scientists shall have 
become as expert as Jesus was they 
would need no surgeon, but would sim- 
ply speak the word. - 

From her testimony it was evident 
that Mrs. Davis as a Christian scientist 
could heal any one of any disease, if 
the person. wished to be\.healed, be- 
cause, according to the teaching of 
these people, there is no real disease, 
though it may seem very real to the 
patient. When asked how, if admit- 
ting all that is created is a part of 

’s truth, they could tell what part 
of this truth was to be used in healing
